THE CABINET. 
ALL ITS MEMBERS CONFIRMED.

Wasnuineron, D. C., March 10.—The Senate, 
after spending three-quarters of an hour in 
executive session, confirmed the President’s 
Cabinet. There were two opposing votes cast 
by Democrats against the confirmation of Key, 
Senator Thurman being reported as having cast 
one of them. The few Republicans who re- 
mained of the collapsed opposition who could 
not bring themselves to yote for Key declined 
to vote. It is said there were two votes against 
the confirmation of Schurz, one Democrat 
and one Republican. Senator Blaine, it is 
stated, refrained from voting in Schurz’s 
case, as did several other Repub- 
licans. Evarts finally received the vote of 
Simon Cameron, the latter stating that his 
Committee was unanimous in favor of reporting 
Evarts’ name, ana he always felt compelled to

Democrats. The opposition to him was made 
in the Committee of Foreign Relations, and, 
much as some of the members of the Commit- 
tee were personally opposed to him, they did 
not venture upon such an impolitic step as to 
report or vote against him. Schurz’s only op- 
posing vote in Committee is said to have 
been cast by Senator Jones, of Nevada, 
who does not like Schurz's theories 
about bonanza mining, and who is 
opposed to giving Schurz appellate jurisdiction 
over all important mining titles. it may be 
amusing to remember as part of the history of 
the peculiar cuntest that Simon Cameron’s chief 
point against Evarts was based 
ON HIGH MORAL GROUNDS,— 

Cameron claiming that Evarts, while connected 
with the Geneva Award Tribunal, was also at- 
torney for insurance companies, which shocked 
Cameron’s notions of propriety. 

The Democratic opposition to Evarts was due 
almost entirely to the part he took in the pro- 
ceedings of the Electoral Commission. Tie 
only whisper of opposition to McCrary was heard 
from Democratic sources on the ground that 
he had interested himself in tne Electoral Tri- 
bunal, first by moving the resolution proposing 
the Supreme Court as an arbitrator early in the 
session, and later by speaking as one of the ob- 
jectors.

Several correspondents of Democratic pa- 
pers have been telegraphing that ex-Presi- 
dent Grant was doing allin his power to 
defeat the confirmation of CaRI. Scuvnz. The 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat has given publicity 
to the same report. But the statement is 
wholly false. Gen. Grant did not lift a 
finger or utter a word against his confirma- 


‘| tion. He is very friendly to Gen. Havzs, 


and warmly approves his Southern policy, 
and desires it to succeed. If Gen. Grant 
had been a member of the Senate he would 
have undoubtedly voted to confirm any one 
of the new Cabinet, recognizing the obvious 
propriety as well as right of the President to 
have a Cabinet of his own selection. 


It was predicted by the guid-nuncs at 
Washington that if Scuunz were confirmed 
it would be by an extremely close vote. The 
Globe- Democrat went so far as to say that, If 
Sonn is confirmed at all, it will be by the 
votes of some thirty Democrats and eight or 
ten Republicans, the former voting to create 
mischief in the Republican party, and the 
latter from the belief that they ought to sup- 
port the Cabinet just as it is nominated.” It 
turns out that he received forty-five votes 
against two. A few Republicans did not 
vote, but the majority of those present sup- 
ported him. Even Smron Cameron voted for 
him, and also voted for Evanrs and Key. 
He could not stand the pressure; so many 
of the influential men of Pennsylvania 
poured in letters and telegrams upon him, 
calling on him to indorse the Cabinet nomi- 
nees, as to convince him that he was going 
contrary to popular sentiment, and he re- 
considered his intentions, swallowed his 
chagrin, and voted to confirm. 


It was a narrow escape for the people of 
Chicago, and every other large city in the 
State, when Mr. Kznor's Town-Election 
bills all but failed of passing in the House 
without the emergency clause, which would 
have defeated their operation thisspring. It 
is fair to assume that the opposition came 
from a misunderstanding of the measure on 
the part of some of the country members. 
But as the two bills are now a part of the 
law of the State, having been promptly 
signed by the Governor, the city officers and 
town officers of Chicago will be elected on 
the same day,—the flist Tuesday in April,— 
instead of two weeks apart, and the same 
voting precincts and election-judges appoint- 
ed by the Common Council for the city e'ection 
will serve for the three town elections in the 
South, North, and West Divisions. This will 
almost certainly insure as large a vote for 
town Officers in their respective districts as 
for city officers, so that the bummers will no 
longer have the whole matter in their own 
hands, and there will be the same protec 
tion against repeating and ballot-stuffing in 
the town elections that there is in the city 
election. The town-meeting system has 
been maintained in deference to the country 
districts, where it works well; but the law 
provides that the Common Council shall also 
have the discretion of designating the place 
of meeting in the towns located within the 
city-limits; and it is probable that some large 
hall will be selected where the taxpayers, 
who are chiefly interested in the amount 
voted for town taxes, will be willing to meet. 
Of this and the voting-places the Common 
Council of Chicago should now give imme- 
diate notice, so that the public may have 
the full benefit of the law this spring. 


PRESIDENT HAYES’ FIRST TRIUMPH. 
It is cheerful news for this (hopefuliy) 
bright spring Sunday morning that better 
counsels have prevailed with the Senators 
whoa started out to bulldoze President Hares 
in the interest of the machine, and that his 
entire Cabinet has been confirmed as he 
nominated it. It augurs well for the new 
Administration, for it means that the Sena- 
torial obstructionists have distinctly recog- 
nized two things, viz.: (1) That the senti- 
ment of the country is emphatically in favor 
of giving President Hr a full opportunity 
to carry out the theories of government on 
the advocacy and promise of which he was 
elected ; and (2) that the new President is 
not the kind of man to yield at a spurt of 
opposition from the machine which it is his 
first duty to smash. For the country, his 
first victory carries the assurance of new tri- 
umphs in the same direction as occasion may 
offer. 

While the vote on the confirmation of the 
Cabinet officers was in the secret executive 
session, it has been ascertained pretty cer- 
tainly that there were not more than half a 
dozen votes in opposition to either Evarrs 
or Schon, and that only a couple of Demo- 
crats were intolerant enough to vote against 
Kur because, though a Democrat, he ac- 
cepted place in a Republican Administration 
and identified himself with the conciliatory 
policy. The indications before and after the 
secret session are that the gentlemen who 
were the most eager to place themselves in 
the front of the attack on President Hares 
were equally eager at the last to retreat. 
Some old, homely philosopher said of Mr. 
Bram that he had jumped before he got to 
the stile, and consequently jumped against 
it instead of over it. Mr. Bramm seems 
to have discovered this himself, for 
already apologizing friends have begun to 
make excuses and explanations on his behalf. 
So, perhaps; with others who would have 
been willing to hamper the new Administra- 
tion at the outset, but concluded it wasn’t 
wise to do so. 

The fact is that the reports from the coun- 
try at large had a most salutary effect. They 
acted at once as a prophylactic and anti-

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THE APPROACHING ELECTIONS. 
The city and town elections will now, 


under the amended laws, take place Tuesday, 
April 3, less than a month hence. The of- 
ficers to be elected are a Mayor, to serve two 
years, and an Attorney, Treasurer, and City 
Clerk, to serve one year. The town officers 
to be elected are in each of the three towns 
a Collector, Assessor, Supervisor, aud Clerk, 
and also in the West Town twelve, in the 
South seven, and in the North Town five 
Constables. The conjunction of the city 
and town elections will draw out, in all 
probability, a very large vote. There will 
undoubtedly be sixty to eighty candidates for 
Constable, and the labor of each of these 
among his friends will be intense. 

The people of this city have had one year's 
practical experience of an honest and eco- 
nomical City Government. Expenditures 
have been reduced, useless offices have been 
abolished, salaries cut off, and the strictest 
retrenchment has been practiced. This kind 
of work is the most difficult thing for a 
City Government to perform, and the suc- 
cessful effort of the City of Chicago in this 
respect has attracted attention in all parts of 
the country, and even in Europe. ‘The ex- 
ample of Chicago is industriously presented 
everywhere, and the argument is made for 
similar retrenchment in New York City, as 
not only proper, but practicable, because it 
has been so bravely carried out in Chicago. 
The credit of the city which so courageously 
reformed its own expenditures, reduced sala- 
ries, abolished offices, and reduced taxation, 
stands pre-eminent. With Chicago this econ- 
omy wasamatter of necessity. The city 
was without money and without credit; its 
paper was under protest, and the creditors 
were urgent; it could not pay interest or 
principal, and was prohibited from borrow- 
ing, even if such a thing were possible. It 
nevertheless required a Mayor and Council 
of the particular character elected last spring 
to grapple with this necessity and reduce ex- 
penditures within the limitsof income. Now 
we have reduced taxation,—a boon of which 
the public stood so sadly in need. 

This improvement in the condition of pub- 
lic affairs must not be abandoned. To be 
effectual and permanent, the policy adopted 
a year ago must be continued, and, to secure 
this, the people who are interested must see 
that a like City Government is elected a 
month hence, or all that has been accom- 
plished within the last year will be lost. 
Those who are enjoying the reduction of 
taxes incident to the reduction of expendi- 
tures must not expect that the ele tion of 
such a Government will take place as a mat- 
ter of course. On the contrary, it will re- 
quire the earnest effort of every voter favor- 
ing reform to secure the election of a Mayor 
and of a Council pledged to continue the 
economical policy of the present City Gov- 
ernment. One-half the present members of 
the City Council go out of office this spring. 
The character and amount of city expendi- 
tures depend on the City Council even more 
than they do on the Mayor. The elec- 
tion of Aldermen, therefore, is of vital 
importance, and it is the duty of 
each citizen to give his best efforts 
to induce men of personal character and in- 
dependence to become candidates for that 
Board, and to use his best efforts to elect 
them. Party politics are of the least possi- 
ble concern in the Board of Aldermen. 
Voters of all parties will best promote their 
own and the public interest by electing as 
Aldermen the best class of men, no matter 
how the candidates voted for President. As 
President Hayes said in his inaugural, “ He 
best serves his party who serves the public 
best.” The other side, representing those 
who demand a return to the old, extravagant, 
wasteful, and spendthrift system, will make 
a vigorous struggle to gain a majority of the 
Council, and we know of no greater calamity 
that can befall the city than their success in 
such an undertaking. The financial charac- 
ter of the city and of the people depends on 
a continuance of honest and economical City 
Government, and to secure this is worth at 
least an effort on the part of those who have 
so much personally at stake. 


CONVENIENCE FORK VOTING. 

Part of the right of voting is the right to 
vote without violence, intimidation, cost, de- 
lay, or inconvenience. The privilege of vot- 
ing is, or may be, an expensive one, when 
the voter has to spend half a day, or even 
longer, to reach the polling-window to de- 
posit his ballot. The weather on the day of 
the last Presidential election was extremely 
cold, raw, and disagreeable ; no one could 
stand in the open air, exposed to the wind, 
especially stand there several hours, with- 
out enduring a severity to which no one 
ought to be compelled to submit for the | 
privilege of voting. Several thousands of 
voters, because of their age, their in- 
firmity, or the general condition of their 
health, were forced to retire from the polls 
without voting. The remedy for this evil is 
an easy one. It is to so increase the number 
of voting precincts as to give every lawful 
voter in the precinct the opportunity to vote 
without delay. The hours for voting are 
from 8 a. m. to 6 p. m.,—ten hours. Voting 
at the rate of one a minute, which is as fast 
as can be carefully done, with the registry- 
list to be examined and the voter properly 
questioned, will admit of only 600 votes 
being taken within the whole ten hours. 
Yet at the last election in this 
city there were but fourteen precincts 
at which there were less than 500 votes 
polled. These i were generally re- 
mote ones, where the population was scat- 
tered over a wide area of territory. On the 
other hand, there were thirteen precincts 
at which from 1,000 to 1,347 votes were poll- 
ed. This was extraordinary voting, but it 
was an unjust exaction of the voters. There 
were no less than sixty-four other precincts at 
which the number of votes taken in ranged 
from 500 to 1,000. At all these precincts, it is 
safe to assume there were many voters, unable 
or unwilling to give from two to six hours’ 
time, who did not vote, and who, after going 


precinct the less danger to be ap- 
prehended from voting by persons not 
entitled to vote therein. In a preginct 
with 100 voters, each man entitled to a 
ballot could be readily known, and all 
others offering to vote could be detected and 
exposed. In another column we give some 
detailed figures on this subject. Apportion- 
ing voting-places to the wards according to 
the number of voters would call for a large 
increase in the number of voting-places ; but 
this is a trifling covsideration compared with 
the present evil. Taking the vote at the last 
election, every precinct where the aggregate 
equaled or exceeded 500 ought to be so reduced 
as to leave that number the maximum. If a 
division be made so as to create three precincts 
out of one at which 900 or 1,000 votes were 
polled in November, so much the better; the 
increased facility for voting will call out 6 
larger vote in every precinct. The reduction 
of the number of votes polled at each pre- 
cinct will greatly facilitate the counting of 
the vote, and give the inspectors time to 
complete their count and make out their re- 
turns in compliance with the law, which it 
will be remembered was found to be impos- 
sible in so many instances last November. 
The recent laws passed at Springfield have 
doubled up two elections; so that, by adding 
forty or fifty more voting-places, the in- 
creased cost of the election will be offset by 
the saving in holding one election in place of 
two. We hope the City Couneil will not 
neglect or overlook this matter. 


THE JEWISH NATIONALITY. 

The London Saturday Review, in discuss- 
ing the doctrine of race with special refer- 
ence to the mutual influences of religion and 
nationality, brings out some interesting 
points in regard to the distinctness with 
which the Jews retain their national charac- 
ter. It calls attention to the fact that the 
phenomenon of the Jew is a characteristic 
phenomenon of the East, where the perma- 
nence of national distinctions is carried out 
to its fullest development. The Indian Par- 
sees come the nearest to them, and yet the 
preservation of their nationality is slight as 
compared with them, although the time of 
their separate existence is shorter than that 
of the Jews, they are not scattered all over 
the world, and are only part of a nation. 
From the time of the return from Babylon 
The Jew has been distinguished by the 
fierce tenacity with which he cleaves | 
to his nationality, and to his 
religion as the badge of his nation- 
ality.” They stand alone as a nation dis- 
persed to the ends of the earth by Roman 
und other conquests, and yet remaining a 
nation; and this in the face of the most re- 
markable persecution and cruelty known in 
the annals of mankind. The Jew was perse- 
cuted for his religion 1nd his nationality alike. 
He was not a rebel, for he had never rebelled. 
He was not a heretic, for he had never be- 
longed to the fold that persecuted him. He 
could not recant, becguse he had never wan- 
dered from the true doctrine into errors. 
He was the King’s bondman, with whom 
the King might deal as he pleased, and with 
whom the people, in any moment of popular 
outbreak, deemed they might deal as they 
pleased also.” He was a common enemy, 
because he was a stranger wherever he so- 
journed, because he was the traditional 
enemy of Christianity, and because, being 
debarred from owning or tilling land and hav- 
ing all his wealth in gold and silver, he lived 
by lending it and exacting usury. This has 
all passed, and Jewish persecution js now a 
matter of history alone and of shameful re- 
membrance. The .tendency now is to place 
the Jew upon the same civil and political 
level as the Christian; and where the oppor- 
tunity is offered the Jew places himself upon 
that level by virtue of his intelligence, his 
character, his culture, his enterprise, and his 
brains. Even then the national feeling re- 
mains as strong as ever. The purity of the 
race remains absolute. Its blood is un- 
touched by conversion or by intermarriage. 
He becomes a citizen, and yet is a sojourner. 


He fills offices of trust and honor in America, 


and yet is not an American. As the Satur- 
day Review says: The Jew may be sure of 
his own stock in a way in which none of the 
rest of us, Dutch, Welsh, or anything else, 
can be sure. The gens remains a gens by 
birth, and not by legal fiction.” 

The fact is not more remarkable as a 
purely historical phenomenon than when 
considered in the light of what the 
Jew has accomplished outside of citizenship 
with the world, and in the face of centuries 
of proscription, intolerance, and persecution. 
He has borne himself steadily on against the 
storm, bending before it, but not breaking. 
Crushed down to the earth, he receives new 
strength from it, and rises again. With in- 
domitable tenacity of purpose, he rises su- 
perior to all accidents, and, scattered to every 
quarter of the civilized world, he makes his 
mark upon the world’s progress, and 
controls in large part the world’s des- 
tinies, shaping the tastes of a na- 
tion, holding the reins that direct 
empires. The son of a Jew literateur 
rules England, and the daughter of aJew leads 
the world of British fashion. A Jew con- 
trols the .destinies of Europe by holding in 
his hands the sinews of war. The Jew is 
the monarch in the great banking capitals of 
the world. His domination is equally su- 
preme in the world of art, taste, and culture. 
In literature, philosophy, romance, music, 
and the drama, he stands unchallenged. Of 
music he is the supreme ruler,—in composi- 
tion, in singing, in playing, in directing and 
in managing. Wherever we turn, the Jew ap- 
pears, shaping, molding, and influencing the 
world’s progress. As the Saturday Review 
says: The phenomenon is one of the 
strangest in all history; the more it is thought 
of, the more its thorough strangeness comes 
out.”

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HAVE FAITH IN THE PEOPLE. 

The opposition to the Admunistration of 
President Harzs which is developing at 
Washington bodes no good to the Repub- 
lican party, and yet in result it may not 
prove disadvantageous to the country. Mr. 
Hayes is not responsible for the division of 
the party, should it occur. He is moving 
forward, with honest directness, in the line 
of the platform upon which he was nomi- 
nated, and of the letter of acceptance, which 
was his declaration of principles to the peo- 
ple, who responded by his election to the 
Chief Magistracy.

A 
writer in the January number of Lippincott’s 
Magazine maintains that the sculptors of the 
age of Pics had partaken of the esoteric 
philosophy, and knew the mysteries ot im- 
mortality and divinity. The opinion is a trifle 
fanciful. No evidence supports it. The light 
of reason does not show its truth. 
But whether Puts and Potrenotrus had 
shared in the wisdom of Socratsgs and Awaxa 
GORAS or not, nothing can be surer than that they 
had learned mysteries even more profound, 
truths as everlasting, princjples more necessary 
to the development of art. The Minerva Pro- 
machus and the Olympian Jupiter of Puts 
marked no departure from the religion of the 
common people. The latter statue was designed 
to illustrate the passage of Homer, in which 
Jupiter is represented as shaking Olympus by 
hisfrown. The grand proportions of the fig- 
ures, the beauty ot its contour, the lavish use of

HONOR TO WHOM HONOR I8 
In the latest number of Harper's Mi 
Prof. J. W. Drarzr gives a description of

experiments performed by bim in the years 


1844 7, with the results obtained; his object bo- 
ing to correct some points in current scieptific 
history. He first ascertained that each of a 
gréat variety of substances examined becomes 
incandescent at the same temperature, and in- 
ferred that the statement holds true with re- 
gard to ali substances, if care be taken to etimi- 
nate the phenomenon known as phosphores- 
cence. He placed a number of in 
succession, in the breech end 1 
placed that end in a stove, and, looking 
through the muzzle, observed that all became 
self-luminous at the same instant as the contais- 
ing metal. He then, by means of an electric 
current caused to travel along a strip of plati- 
num, ascertained that the thermal point 
at which this change occurs, in a perfectly 
dark room, is 977 degrees of the Fahrenheit scale. 
His next step was an endeavor to ascertain the 
kind of light emitted or excited at this mini- 
mum limit of self-luminosity. He passed the 
light through a flint-glass prism, and expected 
to see (some of) the well-known ~ Fratmwhofer 
lines, but was surprised to find that they are 
not to be seen in the spectrum of ignited solid 
bodies. He thus disco one of the funda- 
mental facts in analysis, as it fur- 
nishes the means of the 
condition of a star, and also gives a test for the 
nebular hypothesis. An ignited gas gives a dis- 
continuous spectrum,—one broken up by lines, 
bands, or spaces.

MORE PRECINCTS WANTED. 
SOME INSTRUCTIVE TABLES. 

The near approach ef the city and town elections, 
which will be held on the same day, directs atten- 
tion to some remarkable inconsistencies in the 
manner in which the voting power of the city is 
distributed. For a long time past there have been 
constant complaints of the insufficiency of polling- 
places, and, with a view of showing exactly how 
far these complaints are just, the following series 
of tables, based on the Presidential vote of No- 
vember last, have been prepared. There are at ihe 
present time ninety-four precincts in the city, 
and the total vote cast last fall was 62,448. This 
would give an average toeach precinct of 664 
32-94 votes. 

The first table shows how the votes were actually 
distributea: 
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The precincts where a total vote in excess of 800 
was cast were as follows:

Seventh, and Eighth Wards, all strongholds of 
Democracy, are fairly treated, their vote at each 
precinct being below the average. The Fourteenth 
and Eighteenth, where parties are nearly evenly 
div „ have also little cause of complaint. On 
the other hand, the Fourth, Eleventh, and Twelfth 
Wards, which are — eee have to re- 
cord an average of from to 1,000 votes at each 
1 or not vote at all.

the second table that every precinct in the 


ourth Ward is greatly overcrowded, two of them 


. pees ever 2,300 votes. 80 also 
in t leventh Ward, where 1,347 votes 
were recorded in the Second Pre- 


cinct. In the Twelfth Ward, the First, Second, 
and Third Precincts each show a vote of over 1. 100. 
These are only the more glaring cases of inequali- 
ty, and a survey of the list establishes the fact that 
every Republican ward has much less than its 
proper oroportion of voting facilities. 

At the coming spring election there will undoubt- 
edly be a very heavy vote cast. Matters will be 
complicated still further by the town election, and 
the work of depusiting the ballots will 1 
be very slow. The absence of a registry law will 
entail a vast amount of challenging and cause great 
delay in recording the votes. Crowded polling- 

laces necessarily afford great opportanities for 
the repeater and the ballot-box stuffer, who 
have made themselves heretofore omnseiousty 
conspicuous in town and municipal elections in 
Chicago. Then again it is a heavy tax o 
merchants, business men, and respectable work- 
ingmen to force them to waste three or four hours 
at the polls. The bummers have nothing else to 
hail, rain, or sunshine, they wiil stand in 
line, whether entitled to vote at that precinct or 
not. When challenged they simply withdraw 
only to reappear at the otner end of the line, an 
further obstruct the Jegal voters. It is well known 
that at the November election hundreds of quali- 
fied voters were forced to aa their right of 
voting simply from the impossibility of reaching

THERE E MORE THAN USUAL IMPORTANCE 

to be attached to the coming town elections. It is 
trne that the Kehoe bills have become a law, and 
the emergency clause causes them to go into effect 
immediately. They fix the city elections two 
weeks earlier than formerly, and the town elections 
will be held the same day. There is an unusual 
stir just now in the bummer camps, as the second 
quadrennia! election for Constables takes place un- 
der the present Constitation. Small townships are 
allowed two Constables te 2, 000 inhabitants, and one 
additional for every 1.000 over. In cities the num- 
der of Constables is limited. no more than one 
being allowed to every 10,000 inhabitants, the es- 
timate being made upon the United States census. 
This will give thirty-seven new Constables to be 
clected in the three towns composing the City of 
Chicago. Of these twenty-one will have to be 
chosen in the West, nine in the South, and seven 
in the North Town. There are a few of these 
offices which are very profitable. It behooves the peo- 
ple to place in these offices good men. The impor- 
tance of good and honest men for Constables cannot 
be overestimated.

LET THE LAW BE EXECUTED. 

; To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Curcaeo, March 10.—As an inhabitant of this city 
allow me to thank you for your timely editorial in 
the issne of Sunday, March 4, in regard to the 
local elections soon to take place. As you remark, 
this election is of scarcely less importance to every 
citizen as well as those who are connected by 
business relations with us than the na- 
tional one recently settled at Was - 
ington. If business should revive all 
over the country, as we have good 
reason to hope, there surely could be no more cer- 
tain way of securing our due share of such busi- 
nesu than by the election of a good and stable City 
Government, such as the present one has proved 
to be. On the other hand, it is as fully evident 
that if we place in power a City Administration of 
baa repute, whether such reputation be deserved 
or not, we shall drive away from us and other lo- 
calities much capital that would otherwise come 
here, perhaps enough to keep up the present dull- 
ness in businese circles and the distress which has 
sprung from this source. Every one knows how 
sensitive capital is to ali such influences; indeed, 
instances must be known to many individuals, as 
well es to the writer, where money which came 
here for investment was withdrawn on account of 
the evil name we achieved under a former 
Administration. There is not a working man 
in this city who is J not personally interested 
in this matter, and who cannot understand 
that not only the volume of labor required, out 
the amount of daily wages they receive, depends 
very largely upon the character of the City Gov- 
ernmdnt. If this be bad, if taxes are high, life 
and property unsafe, surely those who have money 
to spend, and are seeking new homes, will not come 
and settle with us, and here use their capital in 
setting hanics and laborers to work in building 
houses, etc., or in other pursuits which require 
money for their due performance. If, as you just- 
ly remark, the respectable and property-owning 
classes cannot do better than to nominate the 
present Mayor and, as far as may be, the Aldermen 
und associates who have acted with bim, how 
much more important isit that those who are de-

The leading produce markets were fairly active 
on Saturday, and most of them were again weak, 
under a decided pressure to sell. Provisions, 
whéat, and corn broke early, and other markets 
followed suit, though the advices from other points 
were not discomraging to holders till after New 
York had felt the influence of the weakness in 
Chicago.

It isupon this class of suckers that the project- 
ors of colt stakes and so-called breeders’ meet- 
igs nd for their financial reward. Owners 
of trotting-colts are generally men of means, 
and when,a well-bred youngster that with 
proper care would have developed into a trotter 
of merit, is returned from one of these brutal 
contests in a disabled condition, they either 
give away, or sell the cripple for a song, and 
then start for a breeding-farm to purchase 
another embryonic Goldsmith Maid. This is 
exactly the result that the breeders are striving 
to attain. Every ruined horse in these colt-races 
means the sale of another to some infatuated 

with more money than brains, and by thus 
keeping the market ina condition of thful 
activity all hands are satisfied, except perhaps, 
the purchasers, and they do not realize the 
cost of their folly until the end of a once 
posing bank- account has been reached.

OUR FIRE PATROL. 
ACKNOWLEDGMENT FROM BNGLAND. 

The February number of The Heview, an En- 
glish insurance journal, pays the following high 
compliment to the Chicago Fire Patrol: 

One of the many — which our young rela- 
tions in the West boast of as hav superior to 
ourselves is their system of Salvage or 
Patrols, in their r cities. The superiority 
they claim for their system is not so much for its 
general organization, which might in justice 
be considered mot per even to equal 
that of our own in England, but specially to ve ap- 
parent in the individual activity of their corps, the 
esprit d excellence of their captains, and the won- 
derfai rapidity and mechanical certainty to which 
they have brought the utility of their organiza- 
tions. In fact, they consider that they have re- 
daced their system to a science, and they claim an 
electrical rapidity for their time. In order to allow 
our readers an rtunity of appreciating the jus- 
tice of these claims, we will submit short reports 
of some of their highest-reputed corps, and leave 
the comparisons and judgments to be passed by 
our readers. 

The crack corps of fire patrols in the United 
States is most certainly that of Chicago. In this 
city the fire-oftices have indeed need of all the cau- 
tion and rapidity possible inorder to protect their 
interests; and it is well for them that this dan- 
gerous city, where their experience has been $0 
costly, their patrol should be under the control of 
an officcr like Capt. Bullwinkle, who appears to 
have imbibed for this particular profession that 
love and affectiop which are bound in time to pro- 
duce superior excellence. 

The building of the ＋ — of Chicago is 
near the centre of the city, or ness — 
its chief raison-d etre 


in a building to itself, 

and wagon occupying the ground floor, the 
dormitory the next floor, the upper floor being oc- 
cupied as a billiard-room, library, and sitting- 
room for the men. In the office is an electric alarm, 
connected with nearly all parts of tae city, and the 
patrol is so organized that within seven and a half 
seconds in daytime, and twelve at night, from the 
time of the first alarm, the wagon can be out in the 
street going fu.) gallop to the ‘a of danger. This 
time has been taken and certified to by the writer; 
but Capt. Bullwinkle boasts that he can do the 
same in but six seconds in the day, and ten seconds 
at night. This really marvelous rapidity is at.ained 
by good organization, a watchfuiness to small de- 
tails, many of which are too minute for us to men- 
tion, and something like the following arrange- 
ments: 

At the first sound of the alarum, and while the 
same continues to strike on the necessary num- 
bers, ete., indicating the district from which the 
alarm comes, the shock is connected at the same 
moment by electricity to the great front door of tae 
stable, wh ch, being hung to swing back on its own 
weight when released by the shock from the hasp 
which holds it, gradually swings wide open. While 
this is taking piace, the horses, fully haruesped in 
their stalls, are reieased at the same time by the 
same shock, the smaller doors of their stalls swing- 
ing open by the same 
horses, trained to the daty, 
start forward and place themselves 
proper places by the wagon. Here they are at- 
tached to tne wagon with a simple ring, an inven- 
tion of Capt. Bullwinkle’s, by the watchmen on 
duty, and the incidents we are about to relate hav- 
ing in the meanwhile taken place up-stairs, away 
starts the patrol fully equipped in order. 

Sg om my in the dormi . men asleep in 
their beds are, at the strike of the alarum, thor- 
oughly around by the pu ling off of all their bed- 
cloths, which is done by the same electrical shock 
communicating to a cord attached with a 
pulley to the bed-clothes of each bed. The 
dress of the men, composed of one singie piece, 
trousers and boots all in one. ies easily put on, 
and away they tumbie down stairs, arri there 
often beiore the alarm has finished striking, on ac- 
count of being shot down a smooth, greased in- 
clined plane, which serves as a stair in moments of 
haste. The driver, however, has a staircase all to 
himself just by the side of his bed, which drops by 
the same electric shock that has awakened him. 
into his seat on the box of the van. Arriving in 
his seat, which he does whilst hie comrades are 
sliding down the plane, he seizes big reins, cracks 
his whip, andaway he starts, the other feliows 

umping into the wagon from behind, and being all 
u before he gets to the street. Tue hate and beits, 
etc., are all in the wagon, and the men place these 
on as my galloping to the fre. 

There is no doubt someth.ng 1 in this 
rapidity, and it is a question whetner in England 
we should require any such haste; but in Chicago, 
where from small beginnings fires are — to ob- 
tain such all-controlling power, where the great 
watchword and fear is fire, a few seconds saved in 
controlling a disaster is often the salvation of 
millions of insured wealth. There is possibly no 
patrol 1 America that can equal the one at Chica- 
go; still, that of San Francisco, under Capt Rus- 
sel] White, — r. it does not pretend to the * 
tomimic changes of our oe friends, has all ite 
best points, and is easily out in the daytime in ten 
seconds. The efficient working of thie corps has 
been repeatedly shown by their having restrained 
raging fires into flats, and even into rooms, several 
times, and this even in wooden buildings. 

The Salvage Corps of New York, Baltimore, 
Boston, and Philadelphia, etc., are good, but 
merit no particular remark. We can only express 
a hope, however, that in New York they may 
never have need to require any great services of 
their patrol; for a city with the risks like New 
York should have an organization of immense 
strength and unparalleled emciency.

A BUILDING SOCIETY, 
AND ITS WAY OF DOING BUSINESS. 

There are a number, cf corporations in this 
city that with high-sounding names and india- 
rubber constitutions obtained under special 
charters bave been able to do a good 
business, and have been suitable man- 
traps for inpocent and unsophisticated 
foreigners. The Chicago Building Society, 
from the way it was shown up last week, ina 
suit tried before Judge Farwell, does not seem 
to be a very desirable institution to do business 
with. It was started in 1860, under a special 
charter, and was supposed to be organized to 
facilitate laboring men in buying homesteads. 
Its real object was to lend money at usurious 
rates of interest, and incidentally, apparently, 
to gobble up the homesteads of the unfortunate 
borrowers. Every person who wished to borrow 
was obliged to become a subscriber to the stock 
of the Company to an amount equal to the Joan. 
Then the Secretary, C. R. Brooke,—who seemes 
to have been the working-beam of the conce 
—explained that the pany only cha 
8 per cent on a loan in this way: Joseph Simer, 
whose case Was heard last week, in 1570 bor- 
rowed $1,557 of the Company for five years and 
the Company computed the interest for five 
years at & per cent on the amount and added it 
to the principal. The sum was then divided 
into sixty monthly | pagent of $35 each, and 
Simer gave a trust-deed on his property for the 
whole amount, flattering himself that he had 
effected a loan at a very moderate rate. He 
says he was induced in the first place to make 
the loan by the specious representations of 
C. R. Brooke, who deluged him — 
and circulars showing the woudertf ad- 
vantage—on paper—of borrowing from 
the Company in such a rosy manner that he was 
only too glad to become a member. After pay- 
ing the debt more than twice over Simer came 
to the conclusion that he had nut made such an 
excellent as he Wyk ee = and he accord- 
ingly filed a bill for relief, charging Brooke and 
the pany with fraudulent misrepresenta- 
tions. 

The case occupied several days, and yesterday 
JUDGE FARWELL DELIVERED HIS DECISION. 
He said that in this case there was in substance 
a loan of mouey and — else, and that the 
effect of the agreement e was to give more 
than 10 per cent interest, and therefore 
no interest could be collected. The complain- 
ant, however, bad no right to relief unless he 
did equity and paid 6 per cent interest, but he 
had offered to pay 10 per cent interest, and 
should do it. Judge said further that the 
various ceremonies and provisions of subscrib- 
ing for stock, etc., were only modes for getting 
more than 10 percent interest, and would not 
be upheid.

In substance 
it amounted to this, that complainant applied to 
the Company for a loan of money, and they 
told him that they would loan him the amount 
required, but that be must pay them in that 
particular shape.

sixty equal monthly payments, so that the last

or three special schemes of benevolence which 
the ladies have now on hand, and which deserve 
the heartiest commendation. According to 
Article II. of the constitution, “The object of 
this Society shall be to promote the moral, re- 
ligious, intellectual, and temporal welfare of 
women, especially women who are dependent 
upon their own exertions for support.“ It is 
to the work bearing more directly upon the tem- 
poral welfare of women that the writer desire to 
call attention; for it is pretty generally agreed 
among our wisest philanthropists that the body 
must be taken care of first before the soul is in 


the right condition to receive spiritual treat- 


ment. Before we talk to men about getting 
religion, we must see that they have a chance of 
procuring their daily bread; and, before pointing 
to the glories of the life to come, we should as- 
sist them to reap some of the advantages of the 
life that now is. Thus I count the work of 
practical assistance toward those who are will- 
ing to help themselves as the best sign of the 
success of the W. C. A. 

First, there is the Woman’s Employment Bu- 
reau, located in Farwell Hall. Here all kinds 
and classes of working-women assemble, from 
the school-teacher to the seamstress and cook; 
and here, thanks to the excellent supervision 
and management of this department, a e 
number find employment and comfortable 
homes. According to the official report for 
February, 137 women were provided with means 
of subsistence. Of course the places and labor 
thus found do not always prove permanent; but 
a large majority of the cases provided for 

ve w the pains taken in their 
and the work accomplished serves a 

double purpose by — two classes. 
That | class of half-distracted women who 
spend half their time in moaning over the in- 
efficiency of all servantdom would do well to 
consult the Woman’s Employment Bureau, 
where the lady in charge seems to have a pretty 
general knowledge of the qualifications of her 
numerous proteges, many of whom she keeps 
under her watchful eye after they have left her 


care. 

Another enterprise undertaken by the W. C. 
A. is the establishment of a wore 
home, which will be — reality 2 boarding- 
house, possessi those homelike advantages 
which all — — advertise, but few 
realize. It is proposed to rent one or two 
houses for this purpose, and to fill the rooms as 
fast as ble with good. moral, Christian 
Cirls. The object is, perhaps, not unworthy, 
though it can hardly be regarded as other than 
mistaken zeal which looks upon the establish- 
ment of this house as the most important work 
these philanthropic women have in hand. 
Chicago must count her working-girls by 
the thousand, and yet the “Home” 
is not expected to accom mo- 
date more than fifty or sixty. Even if it were 
not so, andthe ladies had at their disposal a 
large enough fund to build a Stewart-like man- 
sion, large enough to accommodate its hun- 
dreds, even then the enterprise would be of 
doubtful value. That is a poor solution to any 
social problem touching on the dis of the 
different classes of society, which coucludes 
that these classes are better kept apart. Work- 
ing-girls, because they are working-girls, should 
not therefore be gently constrained by the Lady 
Bountifuis of society to live always by them- 
selves, and bring their entire lives within the 
harrow com of the occupations they have 
chosen. In a highly-intellectual and aristocratic 
city the experiment was once tried of fitting up 
a room where the working-women might, at 
certain - intervals, meet their sisters of leisure 
who amiably proposed to lighten their lot by 
— poetry to them. The room as put in 
order, I believe, but the experiment was ut a suc- 
cess, for the working women very proper] declin- 
ed being read to, even from the poets. No pe 
of self respect will submit to be looked upon 
no other light than that of aa ey og ape or 
trade he has chosen. In polite ty it is very 
justly regarded as a breach of good manners to 
**talk shop.“ Lawyer and client drop their 
business stations if they happen to meet at an 
evening party. A physician does not prescribe 
his remedies, nor a merchant advertise his 
wares at a dinner-reception. All reformatory 
measures should be in the direction of abolish- 
ing class-listinctions. The establishment of 
euch institutions as the Workingwom- 
en’s Home, though prompted by the 
most generous motives, tends unfortunately in 
ust the opposite direction. The prevailing 
eeling with regard to all such institu- 
tions must be, though perhaps not conscious- 
ly acknowledged, that the social status 
of the ip is forever fixed. As 
Prof. Gunning said of the irremediable laws 
which control race-development, the negro 
shall be a negro still, the Australian an Aus- 
tralian still: so the inevitable drift of all phil- 
anthropic measures, which aim to benefit classes 
rather than individuals, is to keep the working- 
woman a working-woman still, the shop-girl a 
shop-girl still. n

lasting work than that connected with the dis- 
pensary for women and children. Here free 
medical treatment is given to those who have 
not the means at their command to pay for it. 
The list of attendant physicians is made up of 
the best lady-practitioners in the city, while the 
counseling physicians are chosen from among 
the most eminent men of the profession. The 
dispensary, located in Pacific Block, corner of 
Clark and Van Buren streets, 1s open every after- 
noon from 1:30 to 4 o’clock. 

The best rt of the altogether 
work which the Dispensary Committee has 
in contemplation is the system of 
domestic hospital work it purposes to inaugu- 
rate. This nothing more nor less than pro- 
viding humes in poor, but respectable families, 
not unwilling to eke out a scanty income, for 
those unfortunate girls who flock to the city to 
hide themselves until the time of their trial and 
shame be passed; and who are so frequently 
doomed to become the yictims of the most vile 
practices, or condemned to spend their days in 
the public „* of our county and other 
hospitals. W such unfortunates need more 
than anything else is a quiet refuge, and this 
great boon the W. C. A. means to give them. 

True reform works — and unostenta- 
tiously. It needs no glaring sigu- boards to work 
its progress. Only in the slow, steady uplifting 
of individual men and women can it accomplish 
deep and lasting results, The W. C. A. is do- 
ing good work all around; but the tenderest 
charity is that which screens a guilty soul until 
it has had time to recover strength 9 a

A philosopher, coming to the banks of a river 
in which was a drowning boy, began to philoso- 
phize with the youth ut the value of care, 
and about the modes of escape, when one is 
fooling around deep water. The boy cried out: 
“Save me, and afterward teach me.” This was 
the general feeling out West about Mbody and 
the bad boys and men. Let him save all he can, 
and then let the philosophers come in and teach 
them how the event took place, or might, could, 
would, or should come to pass. 

That Mr. Moody has some rough implements, . 
hooks, and pling-tongs, for dragging up 
drowning fo we will admit. We should love 
to see an apparatus that w save more per- 
sons, and more rationally, but the better appa- 
ratus is so scarce and there are so many in the 
deep water that we cannot put say: 60 
Moody, and save in and about Boston all the 
folks you can.“ Whenfthey are well out on the 
banks then let Brother Savage teach them bow 
to keep out of danger and how to keep their 
children out of the same troudle. Savage and 
Moody are both needed in Boston.

HARD CIRCUMSTANCES.

THE MINNESINGERS. 

Bayard Taylor is delivering a course of 
lectures on German literature to appreciative 
audiences in Brooklyn. The subject, as is well- 
known is a favorite one with Mr. Taylor, and the 
results of his thorough study of it are presented 
with charming clearness. The last lecture cov- 
ered the period of German literature which was 
characterized by the poetry of the Minnesingers. 
This was the third of the influences which had 
powerfully affected letters in Germany ; 
the other two being the accession of the Hohen- 
staufens in 1138, and the Crusades. To the 
new race of minstrels, who borrowed {their 
form and melody, but nothing more, from the 
troubadours, was duc the revival of the creative 
spirit in letters, a spirit which had been in a 
state of lethargy for 250 years, and which was 
renewed in Chaucera century later. Mr. Taylor 
put his idea of poetry into thissummary: ‘A 
poom may havea perfect form, just as a woman 
may have perfect physical beauty, but the 
poem, to be a true poem, must have feeling and 
thought, as the woman must have goodness and 


| intellectuality to be a true woman.“

EDUCATION IN FRANCE. 

To the Editor af The Tribune. 
CIAO. March 9.—My object in addressing 
you these few lives is to answer a certain ar- 
ticle published in your last Sunday issue, 
entitled Compulsory Education in France.” 
Permit me to inform you that, either by mis- 
take or wrong information given you, the state- 
ment is incorrect, unless that France has gone 
back to the dark ages within @ few years past; 
but this Ihave no reason to believe, because, 
according to the American press and other 
authorities, France 1s not going back, but 
marching forward under the colors of Progress, 
Industry, Arts, and Sciences, which give her 
the power and knowledge to promptly 
overcome any misfortune which may 
happen to her. Possessing these advan- 
tages, she might be whipped, but never sub- 
jugated. If such a great mass or proportion 
of her people are as ignorant as is asserted in 
your statement,—thatin a portion of her terri- 
tory, one-third, and, in the remainder, 60 per 
cent, of the people are unable to read and write, 
[cannot see how it could be possible for the 
highest classes, from Princes to nobles and the 
wealthy of all nations of the civilized world, to 
go to that spot to spend a portion of their lives 
and to acquire refinement among such an ignor- 
ant people. 

1 do not wish to charge Taz Tano with 
preiudice against the French people, but I claim 
to possess sullicicnt authority to show that such 
assertion is a misrepresentativn, and your in- 
former is entirely wrong on the subject. I 
would state that I was born and raised in a me- 
dinm-sized town in the interior of Southern 
France, between Bordeaux and Marseilles, and 
there I derived the benefit of public or primary 
schoo] during five or six years, which enables me 
to give you very nearly correct information in 
reference to the French system of public educa- 
tion; and, as I have noticed that you take in- 
terest in publishing remarks on the subject, I 
will take pleasure in explaining to you the laws 
and regulations on that branch, which took ef 
rect throughout the Kingdom in the latter part 
of Louis Philippe’s reign, in 1846, or about that 
time. 

The laws were made tothis effect: That each 
in rated village, town, or city-ward, of a 
population not less than 500, should have or 
own a school-house within its limits. All 
school-teachers must be graduates of a normal 
school; and each of those villages, towns, or 
wards is to bave one or more teachers, accord- 
ing to population. Each county or canton is to 
have a Superintendent, who has the power to 
appoint or discharge any teacher in his canton; 
and he is requi to make an examination o 
each school monthly. The terms of school are 
to be eleven months each year. The teachers 
receive a dire-t salary from the Government, 
not to be less than francs per annum. The 
parents of the pupils are taxed 20 cents per 
month for each scholar; but a provision is made 
in case the parents should be poor and not able 
to pay this tax—by making application to the 
Mavor, they obtain a certificate of ere pe and 
that frees them from this tax, but their ch idren 
have the same rights and must attend school 
the same as any other. This school tax goes to 
the Government, like any other Government 
tax. There is not a housein France but be- 
longs toa village or town corporation. Each 
corporation has a Mayor,a Vice-Mayor, and 
twelve members of the Common Council, which 
are elected every three years by universal suf- 
frage within their res e limits. The school- 
teacher generally occupies the office of Secre 

of the Council, and for this he receives an 
tional sum of about 100 francs. He is also the 
leader. o the singing de ent at church on 
the Sabbath, and for he receives about 100 
francs more. After a close examination, I can- 
not see much room for a great deal of improve- 
ment.

is, if he is able, as provided by law. 

I left France when I was 19 years of age, was 
in California about fourteen years, and now I 
live part of the time in California and the re- 
mainder in Chicago. [I have had 
opportunity to get acquainted with char- 
acters and customs of nearly all nationalitics, 
some very interesting and beyond imagination ; 
but, for lack of s I shall drop the subject. 
In reference to the asserted ignoranve of the 
French people, I can say that, in all my traveis 
in France and the United States, I have been 
a quainted, more or less, with over 1,000 French- 
men, now 40 or 50 years of age; and, if I were 
to receive millions of dollars to point out ten 
or even five, of that number who cannot read 
and write, I could not do it. For a nearer 
proof, let us take the resident Frenchmen of 
Chicago, who are far from being the most edu- 
cated class, yet I submit them as a sample. 
They number about 300men. I defy any man 
to select three out of the 300 who cannot read 
or write. These figures show a t differ- 
ence between I per cent and from 1 to 0 per 
cent. When I speak of Frenchmen, I have ref- 
erence to those who were born and raised on 
French „ ry and under French laws. I was
